GABRIEL (Jsmss) an eminent French 
architect built the palace at Choisy He also 
undertook the Pont Royal at Pans but died 
before it was finished in 1686 leaving the 
completion of it to hu son lames and Freie 
Romani — Javas the younger was bom at 
Pans in 1667 and became oreraeeT general of 
buildings, garden* aits and manufacture* 
first architect and engineer of badges and 
banks through the kingdom and knight of St 
JdichaeL He died at Pans m 1744 leaving a 
son also first architect to the king who died m 
1762— Mm* Dm* Hitt. 

GABRIEL 8IONITA a learned Maroaits 
was professor of the Arabic and Syriac Ian

Hus was a rapture that finally produced a 
hydrocele which after two palliative opera- 
tions terminated m s mortification that carried 
him off oa the 16th January 1794, m the 
mxty-seveath year of hu age. Mr Gibbon 
was food of society and pomwed nt an emi 
sent degree the manners and sentiments of a 
gen tl arm an. As a politician or pnbhc man be 
appears to less advantage as be wore the yoke 
of mmutenal servitude on the merest notions 
of interest and emolument , and never seems 
to have ascended to the dignity of n principle 
m reference to any portion of hu parliamentary 
career It is however as the student and 
historian that be principally claims attention , 
and in these capacities the universal acknow 
ledgment of the world has allowed him the 
highest rank. In 1796 lus friend, lord Shef 
field published two quarto volumes of bis 
miscellaneous weeks of which die most vain 
able part u the memoirs of bu bf« and wnt 
ings which are wiitten with much apparent 
frankness Many of bus private letter* are 
subjoined which are lively and entertaining 
The second volume contains a journal of hu 
studies with remarks upon books, besides hu

GIBBON (Join) an ancestor of the pro

GIBBONS Mas. Doc. (Oiuwm ) an er 
ceUent museum and composer bom m 1583 
at Cambridge In 1o04 he was appointed 
organist to the chapel royal St James a and 
graduated as MD at Oxford m 16** In las 
capacity of composer to the king be Was 
appointed to write the music to be introduced 
m solemnizing the nnptuds between Charles 
I and Henrietta Mans, on which occa 
aion he went to Canterbury m 16*5 and pte 
aided at the organ daring the ceremony , but 
unfortunately catching die small pox he died 
in that aty and lies buned n the cathedral. 
Besides his chnrch music the characteristic* 
of which are fine harmony simplicity and 
extraordinary grandeur he published m 16!* 
a collection of madrigals of five parts the 
melodies to Withers translation of Hymns 
and Songs of the Church and several pieces 
for the organ and the virginals.

earned lus condescension so far as to give 
away tbs bnde in person at bis wedding A 
wife seems to have been purposely provided 
for him by nature in the person of a Mia, 
Aime Shepherd who was of preewdy the 
same height with bimselL Hie traits of tins 
eccentric marriage on which Vi slier composed 
an epilhalamiam were use children mil of 
the usual stature five of whom attained to 
maturity During die Commonwealth Gibson 
was in high favour with the protector Cram 
well ’who sat to ban repeatedly His political 
sentiments indeed appear to have been either

senunanea until 1746 when he waa invited to 
Rome by pope Benedict XIV to the theolo- 
gical chair of La 8apma, he alao mad* 
faun Ebranan del Angelica. The emperor 
Francis I gave him repeated mutations to 
settle at Vienna accompanied by the most 
liberal offers, all of which Giorgt declined la 
1761 he published a work entitled Alpha 
betum ThibeUnam containing many valuable 
tbseer taboos, and foe geography mythology 
history and antiquities of Thibet ** which 
proved of considerable nee to foe mission trice 
sent by the college de Propaganda to Thibet.

GIORGIONE an eminent painter whose 
ml name was Gioaoio Barbasbli,i was bom 
in 1478 at Castel Franco in foe Trenssn but 
was educated at Venice. His earliest passion 
was music, in which he was no mean profi 
dent, bat applying himself next to design ho 
became a scholar of John Bellini, whom he 
soon surpassed. By frequent experiments ho 
became foe first cohranst of his tune. Tumh 
worked under faun to learn his secret, lari 
Giorgione discovering his aim it n mid im- 
mediately d i s m issed him He introduced foe 
fashion of painting the fronts of the houses at 
Venice in fresco. He died of the plagua i*

Boas’ observed by Cunshae dnwmg Sgurtts 
on me ground whilst feeding his sheep he 
took him to Florence and instructed him in

GIRT1N (Thomas) an eminent English

ings in oils. The productnms by which he 
was principally known in his lifo-tima wero- 
hu panoramic news of Pans and London, ex- 
hibited a Spring-garden# which evinced both 
taste and genres.

Coming to this country be was patronised by 
tangWiUiam HI who allowed him a pennon 
ef tool a year He then devoted hu talents 
chiefly to the illustration of the monuments ofj 
ecclesiastical aaUqoity In 1698 he published 
the first volume of a collection of the smaller 
treatises and remains of die early Christian 
faker* and heretics entitled " S p aa b ginm SS 
P alruia , mid the second volume of the work 
appeared in the following year In 1700 he 
took deacon’s orders in the charch and was 
ated to the chaplaincy of Christchurch

Thu strong measure not availing he 
induced the people to deprive Cmcua of hu 
office upon which the agrarian law was 
passed without farther opposition and Grac 
dins, his brother Cams «md Appius Claudius 
were appointed is Ms it put into execution. 
He also earned hu attack upon the nobles still 
farther by adding to hu law a clause for re 
ceflffl g all usurpation* from the republic , and 
pausing another for dutnbatreg among the 
poorer otuena the treasures of Attains king 
of Pergamus, who bad made the Roman people 
hu heirs. He also planned other regulations 
for abridging the authority of the nobles, until 
the latter determined to make a final stand , 
and on the day of the election for tribunes a 
violent affray took place which terminated in 
the assassination of Gracchus, and three bun 
dred of hu party by an armed factum led on 
by Sapio Nasicn. This storm of ami fury 
took place BC 133 before Gracchus bad 
reached hu thirtieth year All have agreed 
ia acknowledging the great talents and private 
worth of Tiberius Gracchus , and hu memory 
lias been regarded either aa that of a martyr to 
patriotism, or a victim to personal ambition, 
according to the principles of those who have 
studied hu history The most candid how

G RANDIER (Urban) curate and cane 
of London u Fiance, famous for hu intrigues 
aad tragical end, was bora at Boovare near 
SabU in the latter part of the fifteenth century 
He was a man of reading and judgment, and 
an eloquent preacher for which be was much 
hated by the monks of Loudon especially as 
he urged the necessity of confessing in pre 
fame* to the parochial pne*ts at Faster 
Being a handsome man and very neat in hu 
apparel ha was suspected of an improper atten 
non to women and m 1629 lie was accused of 
cnratmal intercourse wuh some of his own flock 
and eendamned by hu official to forfeit hu 
benefices. An appeal to the parliament of 
Pans however acquitted him on which hu 
monkish enemies induced some Vmubne nans 
of Loadon to bsheve tbemoelre* bewitched 
and to charge G randier with the sm of their 
possession. The accusation faded in the first 
instance on which the tiucqkku conspirators 
maliciously persuaded cardinal Richeben, 
that Gramhor was the author of a satire 
upon his person and family That vindictive

Guevara 
was much admired for faia eioquence and puts, 
but hia style is extravagantly figurative , and 
in writing history be vindicated the propriety 
of falsifying what he pleased which licence ha 
curiously exemplified in Ins famous Dial of 
Prince* or Late of Marcus Aurelius Antouinca * 
winch is a work of men fiction although 
translated into most of the language* of Europe.

H ILLEIt ( Alukbt von) a celebrated Swiss 
physician distinguished not only for his ac- 
quaintance with (he physical sciences bat 
uso for his general knowledge of literature, 
and hti talents aa a poet. His father Nmhcrias 
van Haller was an advocate and atom, of 
Berne where the son was boro m October 
1708 The early display of ha afahtms wan 
most extraordinary , ana k fa related, that 
when but ten year* old he could translate from 
the Greek , that he compiled a Chaldee gram- 
mar and a Greek, and Hebrew dictumary far 
In* own a*e and gave other proof* of la* devo- 
tion to literary studies. He was sent to a public 
school after ms father s death m 1781 and in 
1785 he was removed to the house of a pkyti 
ciea at Bienne for the study of philosophy 
Here he pursued a somewhat desultory coots* 
of reading and exercised himself m poetical 
com p osi t ion However at the close of the 
year last mentioned, having chosen the medical 
Orafieaaiae he went to the university of Tu- 
bingen where he studied comparative anatomy 
under Daveraoi , sad in 17*5 he removed to 
Leyden then the first medical school in Eu 
rope Boerhaave and Albums bemg among 
the professor*. He took hu degree at Tubingen, 
whither he went far that purpose and sus- 
tained a then* Da DuctuSahvah Ccech- 
wimaao wludi topic he farther pa wned . in 
another then* at Leyden in 1787 That year

He was the offspring of asecond wamage and 
was born February *4, 1684. Hu fitter U 
teadag him for the law discouraged as much 
espo mahl s theetroeg pesfom which he evmoed 
early ia life for the saenca of music, end even 
forbade turn to practice Bat although no in 
stxumant waa allowed to be in the house, the 
young mnsiaan contrived to secrete a mull

Ha tegwed dm m 
of war in Spain under Hamflcw and at tan 
age of twenty two commanded the cavalry in 
the array of ms brother- in law, AsdrubaL On 
the death of that leader be was nominated lua 
successor by the acclamation of the troops, 
and proceeded on the plan of his predecessor 
to extend the Carthaginian dominions in 
Spam and contrary to treaty laid siege to 
Saguntuxa. After achieving several conquests 
in Spain, he planned the in visum of Italy 
and in the fulfilment of that daring scheme 
ascended the formidable ndge of the Alps, 
which had perhaps never before been crossed 
by a regular army Having defeated Corae- 
hos Scipio Sem promos and Flaimmos m the 
celebrated battJesofTfcfniis Urebix, sndin tbe 
ambuscade near the lake Thzasymene he was 
at length checked by Fabtnc. Hie famous 
victory of Cnnow over the consnli Varro and 
ASmihos Paulas BC 216 bang tbe most 
disastrous defeat ever endured by tee Romans 
earned bis fortune to its greatest height The 
immediate consequence of this battle was the 
defection of most of the Roman allies in that 
part of Italy and the surrender of the opu 
lent city of Capua. Weakened however by 
his victory he was obliged to remain for some 
tune inactive during which rate tv &l the Bo* 
mans recovered from tbmr panic and when 
tbe Carthaginians were at length encamped 
before Rome BC ill that appearance ex 
cited no alarm. Perceiving the hopelessness 
of the attempt, Hannibal marched back as for 
as Rheginra and Capua again fell into the 
hands of the Romans. From this tune tbe sols 
theatre of the exploits of Hannibal in Italy 
waa confined to the southern extremity of it, 
where lie m a inta i n e d the war with fluctuating 
success until the complete defeat of ha bro- 
ther Asdrubal fay tbe consul C feodum, quite 
crippled tbe Carthaginian This disaster 
added to tlie feet of the invasion of Africa by 
Scumo obliged Hannibal reluctantly to qmt 
Italy m the seventeenth year after entering 
it and his departure was celebrated at 
Rome by public rejoicing*. Hu arrival in 
Africa induced the Carthaginian* to violate a 
trace which they had made with Scipio and 
gars s temporary revival to their int e rest * , 
yet so sensible waa he of tbe impel ding dm* 
ger that be made proposals ef accommodation 
to the Roman leader, which won rejected. 
The famous battle at 2ama BC. 902 termi- 
nated the contest » he wee obliged to fly from 
a field covered with slaughtered troops, and 
declaring to the Carthaginian senate that 
pears was necessary os any terms, ths first 
Punic war terminated. He did not howevm 
lose fau credit with his countryman, and al- 
though precluded by tbs c o ndi t ion s of the

Andachu*. Uadar these circumstance* he 
deemed it D*c e — « iy to withdraw from the 
atom and quitting the ertj in disguise be 
joined with whom he held auay 

conference* concerning his meditated war 

r ttt the Romans. On learning this event, 
Romans sent ambassadors to Antiochc* 
who endeavoured to render Hannibal mu 
peeled, whose pirns were otherwise rendered 
abortive by tlie weak presumption of the Syrian 
king and the jealousy of his ministers When 
Antiochos was driven to make peace with the 
Ramans, one of their leading conditions was 
that Hannibal should be given up to than. 
Foreseeing this remit, he first retired to 
Crete ana subsequently according to some 
writers, to Armenia. His last asylum was m 
the court of Prosias lung of Bitkyua who 
preparing to give him up on the demand of 
the Homans he swallowed poison which he 
always earned about bun against such an 
emergency and died BC 163 at the age of 
sixty three. Thus perished a man accounted 
by the ancients one of the most consummate 
masters of the art of war The Romans have 
loaded his memory with every imputation of 
cruelty and perfidy but although profuse of 
human blood and anacrapulooa as to the 
manner in which he obtained his ends he 
could scarcely be more ao than many of the 
Roman leaden themselves , and it appears 
from several instances, that he was not inca- 
pable of geaeroaity of sentiment. It speaks 
highly of die talents of Hannibal that he 
nearly balanced the fortunes of Carthage and 
Rome and inflicted wounds upon the latter 
to which its poets and historians never allude 
without horror. — Pofyfeur Liny Corn Nepoi. 

HANNO a Carthaginian naval and military 
commander famous tot Ins maritime disco- 
venae. He is supposed to have Uvad about 
445 BC and he is said by Pliny to have been 
employed by the republic in the orcumnaviga- 
tioo of Africa, which he completed from the 
straits of Gibraltar to those of Babetnmndel 
at the mouth of the Red Sea. He draw up an 
account of hu voyage in the Punic language 
which was translated into Greek and pro- 
bably served as the basis of a treatise styled 
the Penplos of Hanno, still extant. The 
authenticity of this tract has been doubted 
hat Dr Robertson and others have shown that 
some of the most singular circumstances con 
tamed in it are supported by the testimony of 
latsr voyagers. The Penuha has been re 
peatedly pohhibed and an Enrhah translation 
of ft, by Falconer, appeared m 1797 8vo, —

HARRIOT or HENRIT (Faiwcis) one 
of the most unprincipled among die French 
revolutionary leaden trader the despotism of 
Robespierre He was bora at Nastene about 
1761 , and, after having been a menial servant 
*»d a custom house officer fa both which 
situations ha is said to have behaved with 
j j fr o tef be became a spy for the police. 
The revolution afforded ample scope for ha 
ftlttte, and attaching himself to the jacobin 
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party he first distinguished himself in JftpT 
rooting and directing the mssmaes, which 
took place in the Barman prisons September 
fad 178* Containing hu career of mushy, 
be was appointed commander of the national 
guards. Instructed by lha prevailing faction, 
and seconded by Marat cat the *nd of June* 
1793 lif innoatfded the Convention with en 
armed force and obliged the members whs 
would have dosed their sitting to rotoni and 
pass decrees of accusation agamst the Giron 
aists He acted on all occasion as a faithful 
partisan of Robespierre whom he m rain 
endeavoured to support, when accused in the 
Convention in July 1794. H&nnot deserted 
by his troop* when he would have led them 
against the national representatives, was ar- 
rested and suffered with hu chief tinder th* 
axe of the guillotine July 29th 1794 Unlike 
hu pusillanimous accomplice*, be displayed 
on the scafibld a courage worthy of a bettor 
cause.- — Diet da H JL da 18m*.

H A h VTLI, fJomi) a monk belonging to 
the abbey of St Alban a in the twelfth century 
who distinguished himself aa a writer of Latin 
poetry According to some accounts he studied 
at the university of Oxford and after having 
travelled over a great part of Europe ana 
resided a long time at Pans, he returned to 
England, ana entered into the order of St 
Benedict, His principal production u a kind 
of mock heroic poem in which he describes 
the travels of hu hero Architremos, and 
satirizes the vices and follies of the world. 
Thu work which u much superior in pout of 
elegance to most contemporary compositions, 
was published at Pans in 1517 but the hook 
is of rare occurrence. Same epsamena of

HAN WAY (Jonas) a merchant and tra- 
veller distinguished for hu active benevolence, 
was horn at Portsmouth in 171* Atameariy 
nj»e be was apprenticed to a merchant at 
Lisbon and m 1743 became a partner m the 
English house of Drogfey at Petenbnrgh. 
The concerns of the partnership rendering a 
journey into Penan desirable it wan gladly 
undertaken by Mr Han way, who went to 
Astrabed with a cargo of Enghah goods, which 
were lost, in couseaoence of the English 
factory bewg plundered in a rebellion against 
Nadir Shah. He underwent ranch fatigue m 
Ins exertions to obtain restitution but was 
thereby enabled to acquire a knowledge of the 
manners and events of Persia, an account of 
which be published in 1753 in a work 
entitled An Historical Account of the 
British Trade over the Caspian Sea Ac. with 
the particular history of the great usurper 
Nadir Kooh,” 4 vote.

of Anapacb , and finally composed a part of 
that of Berlin In 1795 he opened tlie 
negotiations at Bade and signed the treaty 
of peace between Prussia and the French 
repsbbc In 2804 he became minister of 
foreign affaire and advocated a system of 
great energy hot wae no* defy supported 
lb reared after the battle# of Jena, hot 
resumed hti functions on the resignation of 
Zascraw He was again obliged to retire after 
the battle of Fnedland being disagreeable to 
Napoleon when he took op hut residence at 
Riga whence be emerged on the change of 
that warriors fortune and as the prune 
minister of Prussia, had the satisfaction of 
signing tbe treaty of Paris in 1814. He 
naked louden with hi* sovereign the same 
year, previous to which lie was created a 
p ine s. He afterwards acted for Prntsta m 
ihs congress for arrmagwnent of die affaire of 
Europe and died at Genoa November 96 
1849 . Pnncs Harden berg was the author 
and patron of eome very salutary reforms m

HARDICANUTE, king of England and 
Hen mark was the soa of Canute By Emma 
daughter of Richard duke of Normandy He 
succeeded las father on tho Danish throne m 
1038 , and at tbe same dose laid claim to that 
of England winch had devolved to Us elder 
and half brother Harold. A compromise was 
effected by which tbe soother* part of rim 
kingdom was for a while held m his name by 
his mother Emma and on the death of his 
brother be succeeded to the vrbole. His 
government was violent and *nunxil, ha 
revived the odious tax of llanegeh, and 
punished with {peat seventy the msurroctlo— 
which it occasioned. 11 m death of this des- 
picable prince tn consequence of m temperance 
at the nuptials of a Danish nobleman brought 
his reign to an early termination, to the gre at

RDING (Tbokas) an Engbah ecele- 
snstie, ananas of Combe-Mams, Devonshire, 
where he was bora in 151* He was edu- 
cated m the Roauah faith at Winchester 
school, whence he removed hi due course to 
N ew -college Oxford an tbe foundation and 
became fellow of that society m 1556. S lx 
years afterwards be was chosen Hebrew pro- 
fessor and being appointed domestic chaplain 
to ebe duke of hutroik that nobleman em- 
ployed him to superintend the education of 
in* daughter tbe lady Jane Grey At this 
period Harding was a staunch pnkestmt, and 
instructed His pupil in all the doctrines of the 
reformed church but on tbe accession of 
queen Mary be abjured his former tenets, and 
embraced the religion of the court to the 
great dissatisfaction of lady Jane who remon- 
strated with bun on this abrupt change of 
opinion When Elisabeth came tn the throne 
he was deprived of his stall at Winchester 
J* and the ireasuretsbip of tbe chapter at Salis- 
bury to which valuable appointment be had 
succeeded in the preceding reign. He no# 
found it convenient to retire to Lourtune 
where he entered into a long polemical con- 
troversy with bishop Jewel against whom ha 
wrote seven treatise* m defence of the tohgidft 
he had embraced.

Suffolk. Ho died m 1758 aged fifty-seven. 
Bk publish ad works consist of some English

ncal writers who voder the names of Lalage 
and Alness have represented Aa Christian 
religion and the Jife of its founder Ills sin- 
gular treatise which appeared in 1693 punted 
u two quarto volumes not only produced able 
refutations from the pens of Le Clare and Is 
Crow hut excited the animadversion of lus 
clerical superior*, who condemned and pro- 
scribed the book The author was also called 
upon tar a public recantation of bis errors, 
which in fact he made but probably with no 
great degree of sincerity aa be afterwards re- 
peated his offence in other publications. Hi* 
other works are — Nummi Antiqoi populo- 
irnn et urbram illustrati 1684 an edition 
of Tbeinistius folio produced in the same 
year , one of Pliny’s natural history in usum 
Delphim, 5 vols.

HARPT (Hxxhak ton nan) one of tbe 
most learned philological writers Germany 
ever produced He was bon m 1660 atMelle 
in Westphalia, where his father was director 
of the mint to count Tecklenbourg He pro- 
secuted bis atndies at Jena and at Lopnc 
where he dutragmsbed himself by the extra- 
ordinary strength of bu memory and attached 
himself chiefly to tbe acquisition of the Orien- 
tal languages He eerabhihed at impels a 
Fbihdabhcal Academy for the exprees culti- 
vation of aacred literature , but he was pre- 
vented from co-operating long with tbw fart 
tutkm m eaeaequence of tbe duke of Bruns- 
wick bavmg hma jau hhranan.

in accession the deaneries of Worcester in 
1708 St Paul s 1726 and the bishopric of St 
Asaph 1727 whence he was translated to the 
more valuable see of Chichester in 1781 ahllre 
tuning bis deanery of the metropolitan clmrclu 
A abort time previous to the death of the 
qoaen, he pohhsbed a remarkable pamphlet 
nader the tide of “ The Difficulties and Dm 
couragements which attend the Study of the 
Scriptures in the way of private Judgment.

HASSAN Paata a native of Africa who 
became grand nner of the Ottoman empire.

Having after a time 
obtained his liberty he went to Constanti- 
nople where he entered into the service of the 
grand seignor He was at the memorable 
battle of 1 school fought against the Russians, 
in which he saved himself when his ship was 
set on fire by throwing hxmaetf into the sea, 
and swimming with his scymetar between his 
teeth to the share. He was soon after ap 
pointed captten pacha, or high, admiral , a 
which post he maintain ed himself some veers 
by hi* courage sad talents. He vanquished 
the Egyptian insurgent* , re-established order 
and tranquillity at Smyrna, ra 1775 took 
Gaia Jaffa, and Acre and beheaded the 
fomoeaDaber sheik of tbfe latter aty who had 
foe year# braved the power of the Ottoman 
empire After a glcmoua expedition to Egypt, 
Hainan returned to Constantinople with im- 
mense treasures and high, renown The bays 
of chat country having agam je rotted, he re- 
turned to Egypt in 1786 landed at Alexandra^ 
sad gamed x regnal victory ever the rebale.

HASSELQUIST ( Fsedmics) a Swedish

He waa about to 
transport himself and hu treasures to Sweden, 
when he wu taken ill and died at Smyrna 
the 9th of February 1752 The ezpences of 
his travels not having been liquidated hu 
creditors would have seised hu collections, 
but the Swedish queen, Louisa Lines pro 
vented tfos injury to science by purchasing 
the whole of fhuselquut s acquisitions which 
were deposited in the castle of Drottningholm.

searches, and at length lie commenced sen 
ottfly the study of medicine m the works of 
the Greek and Arabian physicians as well as 
the moderns. He Bays that he perused nr 
hundred authors and after all his labour threw 
aside hu common place book having con 
cetved a notion that all science and especially 
that of medicine could be derived only from 
inspiration He however took his degree as 
MU at Louvain in 1509 and then quitted 
his country and travelled about for ten years 
making his own observations on the animal 
vegetable and mineral kingdoms of nature.

HEI VETIUS (Cuts* Adrian) the son 
of die preceding and the most remarkable of 
this family was bom at Pans in 1715 He 
received the early part of hu education m his 
father's bouse and when ha was of a proper 
age was sent to the college of Louis le Grand 
where he attracted the attention of the famous 
father Pcrde who paid a particular attention 
to hu education By the progress which Le 
made in science aod literature added to a 
ready wit and amiable manners he became a 
favourite with the most distinguished literary 
characters of the period and among others 
with Voltaire and Montesquieu. Ihe cele 
bra ted work of the latter L’Espnt des 
Lcnx led Helvetins into the train of reasoning 
which produced hu own at oae time scarcely 
lees famous De L Esprit in order to be 
at leisure to compose which production he 
gave up his lucrative poet of farmer general. 
It appeared in 1758 «nd was condemned by 
th» parliament of Pans as derogatory to the 
nature of man by eanfisiog hu facilities to 
aiumal sensibility , and destroying the dis- 
tinctions between vice and nrtne 11ns in- 
judicious proscription as usual tended to give 
tlie condemned work additional celebrity both 
in and out of France and ao obnoxious did it 
render tbs author that he was removed from 
bis post of maitre d hotel to the queen and 
narrowly escaped prosecution In order to 
withdraw himself far a time from the resent- 
ment of Lis enemies he visited England m 
1764 , and the next year went to Prussia, 
where he was honourably recaved by Fie 
denck the Great. When he returned to 
France lie led a retired and domestic hfe on 
his estate at Vorf and being much attached 
to hu wife and family and fond of exercumg 
the duties of a benevolent landlord he cared 
but little for the gaieties of Pans. Both on

convent and bemg sent by hu superiors to 
Calais and Dunkirk the stones he beard from 
the sailors inspired him with a desire to visit 
distant countries.

also ultimately secured. A ceaventaen ensued, 
called* The Mue of Lewes which provided 
for the future settlement of tbe kingdom, bet 
in the mean time LeiceMer rated, without 
control Te him, however was owing the 
font example of a genuine boose of Commons 
in England, for in a parliament summoned by 
him m 1965 deputies from boroughs were 
sent as well as knights of shires. Prince 
Edward at length escaped and assembling an 
army, defeated Leicester’s son The decisive 
battle of Evas bam quickly followed m winch 
Lex ester himself was slam , and the paw 
lung then in die hands of the rebels, befog 
placed u die front of the battle narrowly 
escaped with In* life. Replaced upon tbe 
throne he remained as insignificant aa ever 
and the departure of his eon for the Holy Land 
was the etgoal for new commotion* which were 
however terminated by his death in 1272 m 
the sixty fourth year of hu age and fifty sixth 
of lus reign. — Hums’ j Hut M Eng 
HENRY IV king of England Burnimedof 
Bohngbroke the first lung of the house of 
Leicester was born in 1567 being the eldest 
son of John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaster, 
thud sou ei Edward III by the lmna of 
Ed mu n d earl of Lancaster second eon of 
Henry IIL In the reign of Richard II he 
was made emi of Derby and duke of Hereford 
and while bearing the latter title appeared m 
the parliament of 1598 and preferred an accw 
■atxm of treason against Mowbray dnke of 
Norfolk. The latter darned discharge and 
offered to prove his innocence by single combat 
which challenge being accepted the king ap- 
pointed tbe hirta at Coventry but on the 
appearance of the two champions at the ap- 
pointed tune snd place Richard would not miter 
them to proceed. Both were banished the 
kingdom Norfolk for Ida and Hereford for 
ten year* shortened by favour to four with 
the nuther privilege of immediately entering 
upon any mWitauce which might accrue to 
him. On this sentence Hereford went and 
•erred with distinction against die infidels in 
Lithuania, and by hi* conduct acquired general 
esteem. On the death at John of Gaunt in 
1399 be succeeded to the dukedom of Lan 
caster and lad claim, according to agreement, 
to the great est at e s attached to it, on which 
the fickle and imprudent Richard was mdsced 
to recall his letters patent, and retain po s session 
of the estatee soon after which imprudent 
step he departed for Ireland Tbe dnke dfo. 
regarding tho unfinished term of Us exi]a r 
embarked a July 1399 at Nantes and lead 
mg with a small retinue at Rasemmur, in 
Yorkshire made oath on his tandiag/umt he 
only came for the recovery of his datchy He 
was qucklynuted by tbe earls of Nortbnrobse- 
faui and Westmoreland the most potent 
barons of tbe North , and aa he y rt aai fcl

L A sort of right of conquest was also set op 
together With a plea of haring delivered the na 
taon from tyranny and though it was obnoos 
that none of these claims would bear ducueeaon 
Henry was unanimously declared lawful king 
under the title of Henry IV The death of 
Richard soon restored a dangerous noil , yet 
a shot tuns only elapsed before the turbulent 
Sod selfish nobles rebelled against the king of 
then own creaurm. The first plot, in 1400 
eras discovered tuns enough to prevent its 
su c c ess , and many executions of men of rank 
followed, la order to ingratiate himself with 
the clergy Henry promoted n law for com 
Kitting to the lames parsons convicted of the 
heresy of the Lollards. The Gascons who for 
a time refused submission to Henry were Boon 
awed by an army , bat an insurrection m 
Wales, trader Owen Gfendower (see article 
GiRKBOWxa ) proved a more leatug source of 
disturban c e. That chieftain having captured 
Mortimer earl of March, the lineal heir to the 
crown Henry would <xqt suffer his relation 
the sail of Nostiumberiaad, to treat for his 
ransom. He thus fast offended tha powerful 
nobleman, who, however with his son the 
famous Hotspur subsequently served the lung 
effectually against the Scots whom they de- 
featod at Honasldon and captured their famous 
feeder the eari of Douglas. Aa order from 
Hoary not to ransom that nobleman and the 
other Scottish prisoners, whom he wished to 
reserve aa homages, completed the disgust of

A new susnection, headed by the earl at 
Nottingham and the archbishop of York, 
broke out in 1406 which pp not Taj honour 
ably suppressed by the king's third Km pnoge 
John who by a pretended agreement induced 
tha let den to disban d their forces and then 
apprehended, them. The archbishop afforded 
the first example in tlu kingdom of a capital 
punishment inflicted upon a prelate and the 
chief justice nr William bescoigiie, deeming 
it unlawful a less scrupulous judge supplied 
his place Northumberland who had once 
mors conspired with the revohws, Bed into 
Scotland with lord Rsrdolf and m an attemut 
to raise a new rebellion m 1407 both thebe 
leaders wars slain at Mnnhui, sad the death 
of Glendower following soon after Henry at 
length felt hu crown sit firmly an his head 
The casual captors by sea of Junes son and 
heir to Robert, king of Scotland added to Ins 
safety on the aide of Scotland and although he 
had not the generosity to release the young 
prince he had him admirably educated, ana 
thereby laid the foundation of the 
which he afterwards obtained w a reformer of 
the laws and manners of his country The 
remainder of the reign of Henry requires little 
observation Far the purpose of inducing the 
nation to disregard the right by female de- 
scent, which superseded his awn be procured 
a settlement of the crown on hunself and krs 
hem male , but a sake law was so disagree- 
able to foe nation he was obliged to admit 
foe succession of females in a new act. The 
con towel disquiet of hie hfe brought him, 
while yet in his prime into a declining condi 
tom and repeated fits which rendered nugatory 
a fond resolution of taking the cross, and visiting 
the Holy Lend brought on hu dusolnaou.

A truce 
with France in 1433 was followed by the 
nonage of Henry with the celebrated Mar 
gant of Anjou daughter of Regiuer titular 
sovereign of Sicily sod various other kingdoms 
without the actual possession of a single pro- 
vince Instead of obtaining a dowry with this 
princess, Henry by the management of his 
ntgomator the earl of Suftblk, ceded the pro- 
him of Maine to Charles of Anjou liar uncle. 
The queen however brought to the assistance 
of her husband gnat accomplishments of bod; 
aad mind although the death of the doke of 
Gloucester by a asasa m a t ion one of toe name 
diets consequence* of the strength she brought 
to the Beaufort party on the supposition of 
bar partin pa tvm supplies no very nonoarable 
testimony of their application A renewal of 
hostilities with France deprived the English 
of Normandy and of every other possession 
u> that country except Calais. In the unpo- 
pularity of the court, people now began to 
look; to the claim of Richard duke of Yak 
whose mother heiress of the house of Mor 
tuner, transmitted to him the best tide to the 
crown by inheritance.

HENRY VII king of England first sovereign 
of the vigorous race of Tudor wa* boro in 1457 
He was the ton of Edmund earl of Richmond, 
son of Owen Tudor and Catherine of France 
widow of Henry V His mother Margaret 
was toe only child of John duke of Somerset, 
grandson of John of Gaunt. After the b»*tlo 
of lewkrsbury he waa earned by his uncle, 
the eari of Pembroke to Bntauuy to seek 
refuge a that court from the jealousy of the 
victorious house of York- On toe unjust 
usurpation of Richard the young earl of 
Richmond waa naturally adverted to aa the 
representative of toe house of Lancaster and 
the enemies of that able but sanguinary sove- 
reign projected a match between him aad 
Elizabeth eldest daughter of Edward IV aa 
a means of closing the feud by a union between 
the two houses. Richard who discovered 
toe design, met the dasger with so much 
vigour aad abihty that tbe plan was entirely 
disconcerted.

Henry to marry the widow by papal dupen 
sanon an event which in the sequel led to 
a separation from the see of Rome He also 
manned hu eldest daughter to James IV kmj 
of Scotland foreseeing the anity of sovereignty 
that would probably anae from K. In the 
midst of these cares, he sever Omitted hii 
favourite pursuit of filling his coffers em 
ploying two lawyers Empaon and Dudley who 
by penal statutes and all aorta of extortion and 
chicanery levied upon the subject in ail dime 
oons, w order that Henry, with insatiable 
avarice and meatmen might profit by their 
rapacity He however made some good use of 
this treasure by the advance of sums of money 
to merchants without interest in order to en 
able them to carry on lucrative enterprises 
and promote an extension of commerce It waa 
owing merely to accident that Columbus did 
not engage in hwservue instead of that ot Ft * 
d wand and Isabella for he bad sent him an 
invitation to hu court which the capture of lus 
brother by pirates prevented from arriving a 
Dme He then employed Sebastian Cabot 
who under hu auspices discovered Newfound 
land and part of the American continent. In 
the midst of these and farther projects of 
nation a] and family aggrandisement, a decline 
of health began to inspire him wuh uneasy 
thoughts of toother world which he ea 
deavoured to appease by the usual method c t 
alms and religious foundations , and as bis end 
approached even directed restitution to some 
of the parties oppressed by the exactions of 
Empaon and Dudley He as length sank 
under a consumptive disorder at his palace of 
Richmond in April 1509 m the twenty-fourth 
year of bis mgn and fifty-iecond of hu age 
Though extremely nnaimabla as a nan and 
rapacious and oppressive as a sovereign tha 
«»ffB of Henry VII was, upon the whole 
beneficial to bis country Being conducted 
open pacific principles it put a period to many 
disorders, and save an opportunity -to the 
natm to Soansh by rta internal naonrcaa, Hw 
policy of depressing the feudal nobility, which 
proportion xbiy exalted the middle make was 
also highly selmtay; end it was especially 
advanced by dm statete winch allowed w 
breaking of eabdls, and dm ahsi adte ef 
hmdad estate*.

HENRY VIII king of England eso of the 
preceding *u born m 1491 and succeeded 
bis father in 1509 His education had 
been rather that of a scholar than of & 
prince but a handsome person and a frank 
and spirited manner rendered him the object 
of popular attachment, especially as successor 
to a sovereign so little beloved as Henry VII 
No prince coaid succeed to a throne under 
bappiei cucumstsccea posse wing an on dis- 
puted title, a foil treasury and a kingdom 
flourishing in the bosom of peace He began 
by establishing a council confuting of his 
father's ablest ministers , and he also sacn 
ficed fin peon and Dudley to the popular odium, 
whose extortions were made a matter of pro 
Mcution and punished by a bill of attainder 
His dupoamon for shew and magnificence 
soon squandered away the hoards of his prede 
eraser aud his vaoity and unsuspicious openness 
of character made him an early object of foreign 
artifice He was in the first instance pre- 
vailed upon by the flatteries or 'Pope Julius II 
and the craft of bis father in law Ferdinand 
to join in a league formed against Louis XII 
of France. Some campaigns in France fol 
lowed but the success of the English at the 

Battle of the Spun so called from the 
flight of the French under a panic being 
followed by no adequate result the taking of 
Town ay was the only part of this expensive 
expedition Meantime more splendid success 
attended the English arms and honour James 
IV king of Scotland having as ally of Franca 
made an meuraum with a numerous body of 
troops into England was completely defeated 
and slain by the English under the earl of 
flamy at the battle of Ffodden field Henry 
however granted peace to the queen of Scot 
land his auter and established an influence 
which rendered lus kingdom long secure on 
that aide Finding Immell amused by his allies, 
he soon after made peace with France retain 
rag Tourney and receiving a large perquisite 
in money He also gave his younger cuter 
Mary in marriage to Lome XII notwithstand 
mg the great Inequality of then agea a 
union which was terminated by the d e a t h of 
that kmg three months after, whose widow by 
subsequently marrying her brother’s favourite 
Charles Brandon duke of Suffolk founded 
the aubeequent prete nsi o n s of that family and 
the Greys. The agg ra ndisement of W obey 
now began to gba a leading feature to the 
conduct and pohey of Henry The neglect 
of tbb haughty mud influential minuter by 
Fronds I produced hoeuhnee from the em-

being artfully held out to the cardinal by toe 
young emperor Charles bis interest at length 
gamed a preponderancy m the English councils 
and utill more exhibited the Ascendancy of 
Wolsey rendered highly unpopular at this 
tune by his napnncipkd prosecution sad 
sacrifice of the duke of Buckingham The 
principles of the reformation propagated by 
Luther were now making rapid strides, a*d 
among the moat sincere and zealous of the 
votaries of papal authority was Henry himself 
Carefully nurtured in controversial divinity 
a study so unbefitting a pnnee he was 
induced to write a Latin book against the 
tenets of Luther which he presented to pope 
Leo X who favoured him in return with the 
title of Defender of the Faith Whether 
Henry received assistance m this literary 
labour is doubtful Erasmus doomed him 
capable of it and Lather taking it for granted 
published a reply in winch he treats his 
crowned opponent with very littlo ceremony 
Charles V now emperor paid a visit to Eng 
land in 152* and induced Wolaey and Henry 
to declare war against France, which was again 
invaded by an English and Flemish army 
under the earl of Surrey The defeat and 
capture of Francis at the battle of Pavia, gave 
such a preponderancy to the power of the 
emperor that the alarm produced thereby 
added to a discovery on the part of Wolsey 
that Charles was only amusing him on the 
subject of the papacy produced not only a 
peace with France but a declaration of war 
against the emperor which new alienation 
prepared die way for die most important event 
xa Henry s rmgn his divorce from Catherine 
of Arragon Addicted to the study of cam 
utical theology it is not unlikely that bobs 
real scruples in regard to the lawfulness of his 
union with his brother’s widow were enter 
tuned by Henry, but it is eaually probable that 
her disproportionate age indifferent health and 
want a male progeny operated moat to effect a 
determination which was additionally strength- 
ened by the charms of Anne Bokyn. Thu 
course of proceedings, which terminated in 
the divorce from Catherine and the memags 
with Anne , the fall of Wolsey which they 
involved with dm van one acts mbveraree of 
the papal chums, produced by the unpatience 
and reventznent of Henry belong rather to 
history than biography It was in 1532 that 
the kmg ventured privately to many Anne 
Bolero, and her subsequent pregnancy pro- 
duced in the next year an open avowal of the 
marriage, followed by a sentence of dtvoroa 
from Catherine p ro noo ace d by swhbulwn 
Creamer.

fusing the oath Of Supremacy he displayed a 
rooted aversion to tbe principle# of the reform- 
era. and brought a great many of then to the 
•take. Hu temper also new more stem and 
arbitrary as he advanced in year*, and bis 
reign from tins period was that of a severe 
despot, who sacrificed without scruple every 
obstacle tohu c apnemns will. Finding that tbe 
Mdalmand fears in England were the hum direct 
advocates of the papal authority and that 
they operated moat inflames Uy cp create dm> 
asdmectxm among the people he was pro 
voted to the grand measure of Suppressing the

HENRY IV king; of France and Navarra 
called the Great, waa born in 1555 at Pan 
m Beam. His father Anthony of Bourbon, 
chief of that branch of the royal family was 
descended from a eon of Lome IX Hk 
mother Jane d Albret, waa the daughter an 
heiress of Henry king of Navarre He was 
brought up by Lis grandfather in the simple 
and hardy manner of the peasantry of Bears, 
and thu laid the foundation of a vigorous con 
■titation end temperate habits. He was 
brought to the court of France by hu fatner 
in the beginning of the reign of Chariwi IX 
but waa recalled by hu mother to Pen In 
1566 and placed under the tuition of Fiorent 
Chieoea a learned man and sealous protea- 
lant. In 1599 he accompanied hu mother to 
Rochelle and learned the art of war under 
Admiral Cohgm. When the perfidious de- 
sign o* destroying the Huguenot chiefs, by a 
massacre waa formed by Charles and ha 
mother Catherine one of the mesas employed 
to lull their suspicion* was to bestow the 
king* sister Margaret, upon Henry whose 
mother dying before the ceremony he entitled 
hnnadf king of Navarre The marriage was 
followed by the mas s acre of St Bartholomew 
on which fatal day he was brought befcae 
Charles IX who with a furious countenance 
gave him the choice of onus, death or the 
Bastille nor is it auipnmnz that m a imim*m 
of soch horror he chose tee former He wm 
subsequently kept at court, a* a kmd of state 
prisoner and was led to practise those arts of 
dissimulation and bcentuus intrigue the lattar 
of which framed the greatest stem of hi* after 
character In 1576 he escaped from Fan* 
and retired to Alenpm, where he renewed hi* 
professions of the reformed rebgwn, end pot 
bunselfatthe bead of the Huguenot party The 
cheerful frankness of hi* manna rendered him 
the delight of the soldiery and be supported 
hu cause with mvauabJe spirit. When Henry 
HI received hu death wound m 1589 aa 
culled for the king of Navarre and with much 
affection acknowledged, him hu s u stsssq r

HENRY THE MINSTREL, or BUND 
HARRY names given to a Scottish poet who 
lived in the fifteenth ceatary of whom very 
little is known It is conjectured that he 
wrote 1m celebrated Actis and Dads of 
Shyr William Wallace, about 1*46 He 
ducqven some knowledge in astronomy 
classical history m the Latin and French 
languages, and ro divinity and probably 
belonged to one of the religious orders. He 
was a kind of tnvelhng bard and visited the 
middle and moth parts of Scotland, and most 
likely the court and noble form has, He was 
blind from hia birth and m consequence fails 
m the descriptive ports of his work , bat his 
invention in other respects was only the more 
active and he deals largely in romance.

HENRY THE WISE, or HENRICUS

HERpDOTUS, the most trxaent of the 
Greek hatonaaa whole works are extant, aad 
called by Cicero the Father of History ° 
He waa bom at Halicarnassus, u Cana, to 
the first year of the seventy fourth Olympiad, 
anawenng to BC 484 and left h» native 
place in order to travel for toe acquisition of 
knowledge, through Greece Thrace Scythia, 
Mesopotamia Syria, and Egypt After col 
lectmg in this way all the information that 
he could obtain concerning the history and 
origin of nations he w supposed to have re 
tired to the rale of Samoa for toe composition 
of hia History and afterward* to have revisited 
Hahcaruaaeua in order to assist m the over- 
throw of the tyranny to which it had been 
subjected He was in bis thirty ninth year 
when a generous desire of fame Jed him to 
publicly recite hu History at die Olympic 
games probably that part of it which relates 
to the Peraan invasion It was heard with 
great applause, and caused him to be known 
and adnured throughout Greece. He appears 
in tbe latter part of bis hie to have been a 
resident of Thnnnm an Athenian colony m 
Magna Gracia. He Survived the Pelopon- 
nesian war end his death is placed BC 413 
The Historv of Herodotus is contained in mne 
books distinguished fay the names of the nine 
muses. They comprehend a period of about 
*40 years from Cyrus the great to Xerxes , 
and besides the transactions between Persia 
sod Greece contain a sketch of the affiure of 
several other nations. The style of this author 
is admired for its ease and sweetness, and be 
chiefly excels in narration. The value of 1ns 
History has been the subject of much discussion 
and controversy but the most considerate 
opinion deems lum deserving of credit m re 
ltboo to the affaire of Greece which took place 
after bis own birth, and in other respects he 
is believed to relate toe traditional accounts 
respecting remote tunes and countries just as 
he beard them without feeling much sohcitnde 
to distinguish fact from fable This careless 
ness has laid him open to the satire of Juvenal 
and in modem times to that of Voltaire Pin 
torch also accuses hun of partiality and 
composed a treatise * On toe Malignity of 
Heiodotss, taxing him with injustice to the 
Thebans, Corinthians sad Greek* in general 
Hu work however will always be deemed 
one of the most precious remains of antiquity 
A hfe of Homer » ascribed to Herodotus which 
is evidently supposition*.

that Dr Halley was sent by the Royal Society 
to Dantnc to investigate tbe subject of dis- 
pute when be decided against our countryman 
though astronomers have since preferred the 
mode of observation which be recommended 
In 1679 appeared the second part of the 
' Machine Ccelestis which is peculiarly 
valuable from its scarcity owing to a number 
of the copies being destroyed by a fire which 
consumed the authors bouse at Dantzic 
(during hu absence at hu country seat ) and 
rumed hu observatory and astronomical appa 
ratus. In 1685 be printed a work entitled 
* Annas Cbranctencus which nppeaia to 
have been the latest of his productions. His 
death took place January 28 th 1687 the very 
day on which he completed bis seventy-such 
year Besides his labours already noticed in 
the cause of science he discovered several 
fixed stars of which he wrote an account 
published in 1690 under the Utie of Fir 
mamentum Sobescianum anappelahon he 
had given to those stars, m honour of hu 
sovereign John Sobieski Another postbu 
nous publication was his * Prodromtu Astro- 
sum ’ containing a general catalogue of the 
fixed Stan with descriptions of the methods 
Of making observations cm them. — -Mortis a 
Aar P Wo*, difan i Cm.

tod joint lecturer on anatomy with Dr William 
Hunter Thu connection, commenced about 
1764 and continued till 1770 when some 
disputes occurred which led to a separation 
end Mr Hewson afterwards gave lectures on 
las own account.

took up hu residence at Baro-elm* in Surrey 
when he practised as a physician and preached 
occasionally m some of the aeighboomg con 
veoticles.

HILDKBEST a divine of the twelfth can 
toy. who was a native of Lavanhn in the 
province of \ endome m France He was a 
auendo of the famous Berea ger and after 
wards of Hugo abbot of Clogm and became 
so distinguished fox his learning, that in 1098 
ha -was appointed master of the school of 
Mans, over which he presided thirteen years 
After having been archdeacon and then bishop 
of Mass, be was raised m 1183 to the 
atcknepucopal see of Toots, where he died m 
1134. His seal for the interest of the church 
involved h«t» m some dispute* with the Nor 
Uan princes, Wilham Rufus and Henry I of 
Bag hind, and also with Louis the Fat, lung of 
France , but he is more advantageously know* 
on account of Ins htexary productions, which 
entitle hua to he considered as the best writer 
of hn age.

to th« persecution of Abelard for detecting 
it and to much abnnrd controversy in after 
tunes — Dupin. 

HILL (Aakon) an English poet and mis- 
cellaneous writer was boro in London in 1683. 
His father originally a gentleman of good 
estate in Wiltshire left him almost wholly an 
provided for which circumstance obliged hun 
to quit Westminster school at the age of four 
teen His relation lord Paget, being ambas- 
sador at Constantinople he ventured nmn 
vited to join him and was received with 
kindness although with some surprise, and a 
tutor was provided for him under whose cam 
he travelled through Palestine, Egypt and 
various parts of the east. In 1703 he returned 
to England and the death of lard Paget 
frustrating his expectations in that quarter,

While in the management of Drury lane he 
wrote lus first tragedy of Alfred and Ri- 
naldo an opera. Much under the influence 
of a projecting spirit in 1713 be obtained a 
patent for extracting sweet oil from beech 
mast and a company was formed under hi* 
auspices but after a trial of three years tire 
scheme entirely felled a* did a subsequent 
plan for establishing a plantation in Georgia.

medicines which by mesas of the puffing 
advertisements he wrote to recommend them, 
had for some tune a considerable sale to fall 
great pecuniary advantage Hu talents as a 
botanist however were by no means deipicable 
though his conduct was rt ao many respect# 
unworthy of the character of a man of litera- 
ture and science.

much the air of a fable His reported ser- 
vices to the Athenians, when they were snf 
faring from the plague during the Peloponn* 
has war and tbe magnificent rewards which 
they decreed him are inconsistent with the 
narrative of Thucydides Neither tbe time 
nor the place of his death are precisely known , 
but it » commonly asserted that be died in 
the ninety ninth vear of his age at Lsriere 
in Thessaly The highest honours were pud 
to lui memory Statues were erected to him , 
and bis professional opinion# were quoted not 
only in the schools of m e di ci ne but to the coart* 
of law He practised aa a surgeon as wtll as a 
physician and lua writings relate to both de- 
partments of the profession Of tbe work* 
ascribed to bun the bet is exceedingly nume- 
rous but by far tbe greater part may aafdy be 
considered as spurious.

drawn qp he was one of tlie taro members 
who forcibly hold the speaker in the chair until 
they were mused For this conduct, refusing 
to p»o bad or smeuos for his good behaviour 
fee was condemned to fine and imprisonment 
the latter of which be endured in the Tower 
for upwards of twelve months. In 1640 he 
entered the long parliament a determined foe 
to the court, and waa placed at the bead of the 
weabytman party The earl of Strafford 
having married fen cuter, fee was prevented 
few taking part in the prosecution of that 
minister , but he earned up the impeachment 
against archbishop Load He was also one of 
the members the imprudent attempt to seue 
Wham, in the parliament house formed the 
immediate cause of taking np arms In the 
evening war the parliament co nf er r ed on bun 
fha command of a regiment, and appointed 
hfi lieotonct of Bristol , but becoming twain 
of the designs of the leaders of the iade 
pendents, he endeavoured to frustrate them by 
promoting a treaty wuh th« fang.

He enh s aht d fell safety by rednflg to Fraaca, 
Whence he was allowed to tetsn u 1646, 
when bn ta s naie d his seat in parhubeat, and 
was one of the eomminnooers appointed to 
treat with the king m the Isle of Wight He 
was soon after again obliged, by the violence 
of the tim es, to retreot to France where fee 
rammed until the Restoration which fee 
sealoualy promoted He was one of the mwa- 
hors of UM house of Common! who waited upon 
the kkg at the Hague , and Chazlee H, 
before feu coronatzon, advanced him to the 
peerage fey the titln of lord HoOea of laileld 
in Buuex. In 1663 he was sent ambassador 
to Francs and in 1667 waa one of the Eng 
bsh plenipotentiaries at Breda. Notwith 
standing these employments he remained a 
seatons friend to liberty , and when the poli- 
tics of the reign tended to make the kmg abso 
lute lord Holies was a conspicuous leader of 
opposition He is mentioned by Banllon the 
French ambassador as one of the noblemen who 
entered into negotiations with France to thwart 
the aospected measures of Charles against 
liberty at home but it is at the same tune 
intimated that be and lord William Russell, 
alone refused the money offered by Lous XIV 
He died with a high character for honour 
integrity and patriotism in 1680 in the 
eighty -second year of hu age In 1699 were 
published Memoirs of Derail lord Holies, 
from 1641 to 1648 4 to, some of hu totters

HOLLIS (Tboksb) anEnghsh gentleman 
memorable fir his attachment to mil and 
religious liberty and hu services to literature 
i and the arts waa horn m London in 1720 
He waa descended from a Yorkshire family of 
dissenters, and being designed for commerce 
waa sent after a common school education to 
Amsterdam id bin thirteenth or fourteenth 
year to loam the Dutch language and met 
chant saccompts. Not long after hu return 
uf 17S5 his father died and being now the 
heir of a handsome fortune it was resolved to 
complete his education upon a liberal plan 
and be woe placed under the tuition of Dr 
Word professor of rhetoric in Gresham college 
with whom he studied the learned language* 
and other branches of literature. In 1740 he 
took chamber* in Lincoln • ma but never 
appears to have engaged m the law as a profes 
sum His attention seems to have been chiefly 
occupied with the stndy of the English const! 
tutroc and the cultivation of a ceuoes attach 
ment for civil and religious liberty and of the 
friendship of its most eminent supporters, 
especially among the duaentei*. In 1748 he 
travelled over a part uf the continent and n 
1750 engaged in another tour through the re- 
mainder While abroad he increased hu love 
for virtfi anil the arts and finding on hu return 
that he could not enter mtn psrboment with 
outcomptiance* which fee did not approve fee 
madecoUectumi of books and medals especially 
sack as preserved the memory of eminent 
eaaertes of liberty among whoa lie highly 
regarded Milton and Algernon Sidney The 
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pittrniwi nf Mr fHfi‘ ‘ life ire htOe more 
£aa a list of generao* and fckhc stated 
W«mu, end there were few tuefidead w«o- 
tat u*txfisti*ms of which he wa* got * men 
bear end Hb«ad patron He was a feHow of 
4 m royal, aatupianin and other learned 
societies andnado Bony «h»b!o pte«art» to 
the British Museum. In 1758 he presented 
anonymously, a handsome collection of English 
books to the library at Berne and a too acted 
in a similar way to Harvard college m New 
England to which, m imitation of some de- 
ceased member* of his family, be waa a moat 
liberal benefector In hia own coantiy also 
it waa one of b» leading objecta to disseminate 
books favourable to popular principles of go- 
vernment, editions of many of which ho 
caused to be re printed Fatigued with hu 
various occupations, he retired m 1770 to bis 
estate at Car-acorn be » Dorsetshire where he 
lived retired until 1774 when lie dropped 
down m a fit and immediately expired while 
giving direct dcs to some workmen. With 
many pecuhantiei and professing the austere 
principles of a republican he was very gentle 
and polite in his maim ere and seenufto have 
united much of the ancient stoic to the modem 
partisan of freedom and general philanthropist 
He bequeathed his fortune to Mr Brand who 
took the name of Holhs and who died m 
1804 leaving it in bis turn to Dr Disney

the country and employed lam self in farming

Jesuit, and made hu public recantation He 
afterwards went to Rome where he enjoyed 
the patronage of freacesoo Barbenni and bis 
relative pope Urban \ III.

tion to ancient literature in particular There 
was a literary society sc Gottingen the pirn 
cipal members of which were Holty Voss 
Barger and the two counts Stoll berg j and 
these young poets held weekly meetings at 
which they submitted to each other their 
compositions for the benefit of mutual cnti 
cum Holty whose father could not support 
him m independence gave lessons Co pupils 
In Greek ana Eoghsu and employed himself

HOLWELL (John ZamsmAa) a gentle, 
man distinguished by hu writings relative 
to the East Indies was bora at Dublm in 
1721 He was brought to England a hu 
eighth year and educated at Richmond Sur 
rev He waa first intended far trade but sub 
eeqoenlly articled to a surgeon. Ta 173* he 
went to India and in 1736 became a member 
of the court of Calcutta. He was appointed

author of many tracts on Indian affairs of a

Magdeburg Natural history and philosophy 
however occupied more of lue attention than 
law and hu taste fa those science* was 
heightened by his acquaintance with Otho 
Guericke the inventor of the aur-pump. He 
then went to Italy, and after studying at 
Padua and Bologna, with a view to the prac 
tice of physic he returned to Germany ana 
took the degree of MD at Wittenberg Hav 
log subsequently vmted Saxony Hungary 
Bohemia, and Sweden to observe the pro- 
cesses of metallurgy he m 1689 settled in 
France, under the patronage of the minister 
Colbert, when he embraced the catholic roll 
gum, and thus irreparably offended hu father 
and other friends, who were proteatante The 
death of Colbert deprived hua of support and 
re 1 687 he went Co Rome to practise as a phyn 
man He returned to Pam m 1690 and be- 
came a member of the Academy of Science*. 
In 170* he obtained the protection of the 
duke of Orleans, who in 1704, made him hu 
first physician He aimed the daughter of 
M. Dodart, an attachment which prevented 
him from accepting an invitation to settle in 
tbe dominions of the elector Palatine He 
died in September 1715.

Minor or in some island near it- The most 
copious account of tba life of Homer which 
goes under the name of Herodotus is evidently 
spurious , yet as it is ancient, and exhibits the 
traditionary ideas of the Greeks and Romans 
concerning him, it merits a brief notice Ac- 
cording to this ahoy Menahppus, a native of 
Magnesia, went to live at Cum* where he 
named, and had a daughter m«»j Cntheis 
Who was left an orphan In the care of Ckoaax. 
The tatter seduced his warn, who going to a 
festival on the banks of the nrer Melee near 
Smyrna was delivered of a male infant, whom 
She named Melesigecee. Bemg left without 
anpport she engaged herself to spin wool for 
Phenuus a schoolmaster who ultimately 
married her and adopted her son. After the 
death of Pheauaa snaCntheia the young man 
conducted the school, until one Mentos, a 
ship-owner, persuaded him to accompany b»n> 
to Egypt. He also vwitad Italy Spain and 
the island of Ithaca, where he collected the 
materials for his Odyssey On amvmg at 
Colophon he lost Ins sight, which made him 
resolve to return to Smyrna, and stopping on 
hm w ay at Com he offered to settle if 
the people would allow hm a salary which 
tbgrre&rea saying it would be to no pur 
pose to maintain wjrepm, crhhndmen whence 
the same of Homer He then treat to Phoeca, 
where a schoolmaster offered to maintain him 
on condition of bang allowed to transcribe hts 
poems which be had no sooner done than he 
basely deserted bun, aad withdrew to Chue, 
when be became rich by means of the stolen 
productions.

HONDIUS (Abraham) a Dutch artist 
bunt m 1638 at Rotterdam He did not con 
fine his pencil to any particular branch of 
painting bet more frequently employed it m 
the delmeation of hunting pieces in which he 
was very successful His best picture now 
ever is considered to be his destruction of Tray 
the figures introduced m which are singularly 
well designed and executed Hondias came 
to England where he died m 1691 — There 
was also an eminent engraver descended from 
the same family named Joasi Hondius who 
waa horn at W sc kerne m the Netherlands 
in 1563 He was a self taught artist and 
attained to great perfection in engraving both 
on copper and ivory Amsterdam waa the 
place of his residence where he set up a letter 
foundry He applied himsel f with consider- 
able success, to the study of geography and 
published several treatises on that science 
Of these the principal are Descnptio Geo- 
graphic* Orbu temnun, fid 1607 , M Italia 
hodisnuB DescnptM , mod Gerhsrdi Mer 
catons Atlas.

HOOKE (Robxst) a celebrated English 
mathematician and natural philosopher of the 
seventeenth century His father was rector of 
Freshwater in the Isle of Wight where ha 
waa boro in 1639 When young he displayed 
a particular inclination for mechanics on which 
account he waa first destined to ha a watch 
maker, bat that intention was relinquished 
and he became a pupil of sir Peter Lely the 
painter He did not however pursue this 
prnft— rm. but after some previous study at 
Westminster school under Dr Busby he re 
moved to Christchurch college Oxford in 
1 653, and took the degree of MA about 1660. 
Previously to this he had become acquainted 
with Robert Boyle and Dr Seth Ward the 
former of whom, he assisted os a chemical 
operator and from the latter he received in 
etructions in astronomy His researches on 
this subject led him to make some improve 
menu in the pendulum for the mensuration of 
time end in 1638 or 1659 he invented what 
is now called the pendulum watch at I sst the 
prior discovery of it » usually assigned to 
Hooke by the English while foreigners ssrnH 
u to Christian Huygens. In ltobO this philo 
topher was appointed curator of experiments 
to the Royal Society which then met at 
Gresham college and on the establishment of 
that learned association bv (baiter in l6t>3> 
he was Dominated one of the first fellows anil 
waa afterwards a memlier of the council In 
1664 he waa made Cutlenan professor of me 
chanics to the Royal Society and he after 
wards became professor of geometry at Gre- 
sham college , having previously lectured for 
15x Pope the astronomical professor The 
next year he published hu» AZicrograplua or 
some philosophical descriptions of some minute 
Bodies made by magnifying glasses Ac 
folio After the desolating fire w the metro- 
polis m 1666 be proposed a plan for rebuild 
mg it, which waa touch approved but not 
adopted He waa however appointed one of 
the surveyors to the aty which proved a 
very tarraQve employment.

HOSPITAL (Micuab hl)u eminent 
chancellor of France was ban an 1505 at 
Aigneperse in Auvergne Hts father who 
was physician and chief manager of the affaire 
of the consta b le de Boocbon sent him to study 
jurisprudence in the most celebrated rawer 
sides of France and Italy where he also dis- 
tinguished himself by lus acquirements m 
polite literature He quickly rose in his pro- 
fession and after obtaining the office of coun- 
sellor of parliament was seat ambassador by 
Henry II to the council of Trent. In 1554 
he was made snpenutendsnt of the royal 
finances, in which post by his ability eco- 
nomy and integrity be restored the exhausted 
treasury and put an end (o the duhouest 
practices and the unjust emoluments of a bode 
of rapacious court favourites whose enmity be 
encountered with inflexible steadiness. On 
the death of Henry II he was introduced by 
the Guises into the council of state, which 
post he gave up to accompany Margaret de 
Valois dutches* of Savoy as her chancellor 
The confusion which followed in Fiance soon 
made it ne c es sar y to vocal a minister of so 

much talent, and he was advanced to the post of 
chancellor Although petroused by the house 
of Gtnse, and obliged to acquroce in many things 
which he disapproved to prevent a groat deal 
that he dumpproved more be never cessed to 
advocate toleration and wt* the principal author 
of the edict of 1568 which allowed freedom of 
worship to prateatants. By this conduct ha 
rendered himself exceedingly odious to the 
court of Rome which sought m vam to re- 
move him, until die court came to the san- 
guinary resolution of exterminating the re- 
formed religion by violence Finding himself 
regarded with anspua on and dislike he an 
actuated has dumia s wp by ■ voluntary retreat 
to his country-house where a few days 
after die seam were demanded- from hnn 
which he neigaed without regret, observing 
that the affairs of die world were becoming too 
corrupt for him to taka a part a them.

HOWARD (Johw) a celebrated pbdan 
tbropiat, who xf he bed hired m ancient 
Greece or Rome would probably have been 
bon oared with hero-worship as the genius of 
active benevolence He was the only son of 
a person who had earned on the trades of 
upholsterer and carpet-warehouseman in Lob 
don but having acquired a handsome fortune 
had retired from busmens and resided eitlwi 
at Enfield or Hackney about 1727, where the 
subject of tins memoir was bom. He was 
educated among the orotestant dissenters fio 
which sect his family belonged and to which 
he adhered throughout his future hfe bat bis 
instructors appear to have confined their atten 
turn to moral and religious tuition as his bte 
(ary attainments were very slight a cireum 
stance which he had future cause to lament 
w an irreparable inconvenience His father 
dying while he was young be was bound ap 
prentice to a wholesale grocer u the metro- 
polis , hut on the approach of his majority he 
purchased the remaining term of hu inden 
tares, and indulged his taste by making a tour 
in France and Italy Returning home in an 
ill state of health he took lodgings at Stoke 
Newington and on his recovery he married 
his landlady an elderly widow out of gmti 
hide to her care in nursing him She died m 
1756 after they had been united about three 
years when Mr Howard commenced a voyage 
to Lisbon to view the effects of tlie recent 
earthquake which had destroyed that aty 
This was during a war with France, and the 
vessel m which h« embarked being captured 
he was consigned to a French prison The 
hardships he suffered and witnessed previously 
to hu release first loosed his attention to the 
subject of his future very important researches. 
When he reached England be was induced to

Having now adopted an 
occupation suited to the energy of iui aund 
and the resources of lus fortune be prosecuted 
it with the undenatmg perseverance which in 
lured his success and nused him to a wmspi 
cuoua station among the benefactors of the hu 
man race In 1775 and 1776 be vim ted many

Indam mi non and Gun shot Wounds which 
was one of the last of boa literary labours On 
the death of Mr Adair he was appointed in- 
spector-general of hospitals and surgeon 
general to the army and the duties of these 
offices interfered not a little with hu mentific 
pursuits, and doubtless contributed to shoteu 
his life. The spasmodic disease, which had 
for aome yean been nndennuung his coosti 
tiitioa at length became so sextons that 
the most imminent danger was to be appro- 
beaded from any sodden or mkeiaotsaont 
Though perfectly aware of hi* situation, he 
fell a sacrifice to the agitatum anautg fan 
some unpleasant txrcumstauce which occurred 
at St George a hospital where he died sud- 
denly October 16 179S On examining hie 
body after death, it appeared that be had la- 
boured under an ossification of the vemels of 
the heart, whence the previous disease and 
ui lunate catastrophe had leen produced.

HUTTO V LLD (Cbskcki) ta eminent 
mat hematician who raised himself to dutlae- 
bon by lus spontaneous exertions.

HYDE (EnwAftn) earl of Clarcudoo lord 
high chancellor of England aod aa eminent 
statesman and lnstonsui wu the no of Henry 
Hyde, of Dinton mWdtahire, where he was pro- 
bably born in Feb. 1608. He received his early 
education in his fibber’s home under the tin 
boa of the vicar of the parish and at the 
early age of thirteen wm sent to Magdalen 
college Oxford He stayed at the university 
long enough to obtain the degree of BA ana 
be reckons it a piece of good fortune that he 
did not remain longer in consequence of the 
habit of hard dunking which then prevailed 
there In bis seventeenth year he removed to 
Trfi ifa t under the protection of hu unde Ni 
cholu Hyde afterwards chief justice of the 
King a Bench who died while he was yet a 
student. In the first instance he appears to 
have indulged in the licentious manners of the 
age , but so early ss hi* twenty first year he 
married the daughter of air George Aylifie 
whom however he lost by die small pox in the 
feort space of six months. After a widowhood 
of three yearn, he took for hu second wife the 
daughter of sir Thomas Aylesbury master 
of requests, with whom he lived thirty ni 
veara in cordial umoa He was also happy in 
being early introduced to some of the most 
gifted and intelligent men of the day , and in 
the protection of a father of great virtue and 
meat who survived anul soon after his second 
marriage While thus happily oreunstenced 
a cause m which be eras engaged fir some 
London merchants, introduced bun to arclibi 
shop Laud then a commissioner of the trea 
sory who favoured hu profos re ou al advance* 
menf, which was ofeersnss facilitated by lus 
easy fortune and general reputation. In the 
parliament called by Charles 1 m 1640 he was 
chosen burgess for Wotton Bas set, as which 
he took a pen in espoeug public grievances 
and in particular brought forward a complaint 
Of the illegal practices m the court ef the earl 
marshal. In a mrceeding parliament he fol 
lowed up this complaint, and procured the 
■uppceaaioa of the court, and laying aside hu 
gowa, adhered closely to parfiamntaty bos* 
new. Not yet much connected with any parly 
be was frequently chosen chairman of commit 
oaes on subjects of greet importance, ia oo* of 
*Hch he drew mp the chargee against the

became acquainted with Abraham Wbeelock, 
celebrated for h» skill at a linguist, by whom 
he waa recommended to Brian 'Waltoa as a 
person capable of aseuong ban u bis great 
polyglot! mk Such were bis attsinmeotB 
at that tune as to enable him to make a Latin 
translation of the Persian Pentateuch for that 
work. In 1658 he went to Oxford where he 
was admitted a student of Queens college, 
and soon, after appointed Hebrew reader to 
that society The neat year he was made 
Md aa a tribute to his extraordinary profi- 
ciency Soon after the restoration of Charles 

II he mi appointed under keeper of tbs Bod 
(man library a situation, winch fnnuabed him 
with extraordinary facilities for parading his 
farounte studies. In 1665 he waa with the 
general approbation of toe doctors and masters 
of colleges in the university made head 
keeper to the same establishment. In 1666 
he was promoted to a prebend m the cathedral 
<rf Salisbury , and in 1697 be was appointed 
regiua p io fa reor of Hebrew and canon of 
Cnnstcbureh Oxford, Ha resigned the past 
of keeper of toe Bodleian library in 1701 an 
account of his age and infinnataea, and died is 
the following year at his apartments m Chnit- 
church. During the reigns of Charles II 
James II and WiHiaa III be held the ofict- 
of interpreter and secretary for toe Oriental 
languages, a station for which be waa ad 
inferably qualified.

JULIO ROMANO a celebrated Roman 
painter whose family name was Ftp* or Pippi 
He was bom in 1493 and was a student m 
the school of Raphael with whom he became 
a great favounte He displayed extrao rdin a r y 
fertility of invention and grandeur of taste 
muted with a vast fond of knowledge respect- 
ing every thing connected with lus art His 
colouring however is defective and hu man- 
ner has been esteemed hard and dry , whence

JUNCKER (John) a German chemist

JUNCTIN or GIUNT1NO a Florentine 
mathematician of tbe sixteenth century He 
became a Carmelite friar bat afterwards apos- 
tatised and having for some tune led a wan 
dating and IicenOous life he went to f ranee 
and abjured the Catholic rehgion. Settling 
at Lyons, he became corrector of the press, 
and afterwards is said to bars scanned a huge

took m 1606 when be studied marhemsM 
with extraordinary diligence and swxess.

He 
became professor of mathematics at Rostock 
in 163d but not finding his sanation pleasant, 
he moored to Helmstsdt, and then to Bruns- 
mck. He was again recalled to Rostock 
whence he went m 1639 to Hamburgh to oc- 
cupy the place of rector of the school of St 
John He then commenced his opposition 
to the Aristotelian philosophy recommending 
in his lectures the substitution of science 
founded on experiment, to tbs antiquated ays 
terns of die schools. This innovation procured 
him many enemies among the partisans of 
Anstotle , but he continued to propagate his 
omnion* till the infirmities of old age inter 
ropted hu labours. He then resigned a part 
of bis employments and died a few years 
afterwards September 23d 1657 Junge 
like lus gnat contemporary lord Bacon seems 
to have contributed much to enlighten man

was a good Catholic In the reign of queen 
Mary he published a Latm poem, entitled 
Philippas * in honour of her marriage with 
Philip of Spam. In 1564 he was at Copen 
hlgen and had the office of physician to the 
king of Denmark but the climate not agree 
ing with him be returned to Holland ana set 
tied at Haerlera. When that aty was be 
sieged by the Spaniards in 1572 Junius with 
drew to Armuyaen and thence to Middlebnrg 
whan he died in 1575 lus life having been 
shortened by regret for the lots of lus library 
and other misfortune* resulting from the cap 
turn of Haerlem. He was acquainted with 
•even languages besides his mother tougue 
and such was the extent and variety of his 
erudition that he waa reckoned among his 
contempatanee second only to Erasmus. His 
works besides those mentioned before are 
Nomenclator Omnium Reruns , Latin poems 
notes on ancient authors, translations from 
the Greek and philological tracts .

JUNILS(Fhancis) or F duJm a learned 
French Protestant diune of the sixteenth cen 
tiny who waa a native of Bourges. Being sent 
to Lyons when young to qualify himself for a 
diplomatic office he became a convert to mfi 
delity , but returning home was reclaimed hy 
his father who next sent him to study at (re 
neva. Where he supported himself by acting 
at a tutor to others, while preparing for the 
clerical professron. In 1565 lie was appointed 
minister of the Walloon church at Antwerp 
where lie was exposed to some danger from 
the inquisition and was at length obliged to 
remove to Germany In 1568 he officiated 
u chaplain in the army of the prince of Orange 
during his expedition to the Netherlands. In 
1575 he went to Heidelberg, at the invitation 
of the elector palatine to ba employed with 
Tremellms in translating the Old Testament 
into Latin , and this is the work by which he u 
at present best known He was afterwards the- 
ological pro fes sor at the college Of Neustadt, 
and then in the university of Heidelberg la 
159* he removed to Leyden to fiH the same office 
and died there of the plague in 1603 H» 
works, which am numerous, relate to dm 
uity and biblical and classical literature. —

JUNOT (Andochx) a French general 
who routed hmwlf to eminence by but talents. 
He waa bom in low life in 1771 and at the age 
of twenty he entered into the army as a vo- 
lunteer He bad arrived at the rank of lieu 
tenant when be waa noticed by Buonaparte 
who placed him on hu staff He accompanied 
lua master in hu Egyptian expedition and 
became a groat favourite owing chiefly to the 
daring courage which he exhibited in the field 
of battle He waa made lieutenant general 
and in 1806 governor of Pans and colonel 
general of human. The next year be waa 
seat ambassador to Lisbon with orders to 
take poeneaaion of Portugal on the removal of 
die royal family to Brazil He remained there 
two yean, and waa honoured with the title 
of duke of iVbrantea.

JURIEU (Peter) a celebrated protectant

The irregularity 
of lus conduct having obliged him to leave 
tiie university where he had gamed same 
literary reputation he enlisted as a common 
soldier in the service of the king of Prussia 
He rose to the rank of sub lieutenant and was 
then cashiered and imprisoned for disobedience 
to his colonel He made bu escape and set- 
tled atLeipac where be supported himself by 
writing for the press A thesis on political 
economy which he had maintained at Jena,

Oft the *6th of August, 181* this general 
commanded the Bosnians against Buonaparte 
jb the nbnhnstsljr contested and bloody battle 
of Borodino in which the invaders gamed 
the advantage notwithstanding the talents and 
bravery of the Russian chief who was re 
warded by bis master with the rank of field* 
marshal. The French gained possession of 
Moscow , but die emperor Alexander refusing 
to treat with Buonaparte, the latter was 
obliged to relinquish his hardly earned con 
quest, and commenced his retreat. The dis- 
asters which befcl the French and the exploits 
ofKutuov who followed them into Prussia, 
cannot be particularly detailed. While bis 
forces after having expelled the invaders from 
their native country were assisting in the 
Kbaratum of Germany the Russian general 
was attacked with a mortal disease. He died

than lie* He was finally banished from Mon 
tanhan far some intemperate interference with 
a Catholic funeral and withdrew to Geneva 
whence he rep sired to Middleburgh, where he 
was hinted to become pastor to a Walloon 
congregation In 4bis situation he acquired 
great influence and authority and began to 
avow his peculiar opinions without reserve 
These were sufficiently wild and mystical hut 
assuming the attractive guise of ardent con 
templauve devotion and pure spirituality and 
being recommended by powerful eloquence 
he acquired some distinguished converts, and 
among other*, the celebrated Anna Mam 
Schumann of Utrecht and the princess Elisa-

He soon after visited Pa- 
ns where he waa received by the various men 
of science with great distinction and where 
hs published hn celebrated Mecsniqoe Ana 
lyuque Lx 1766 he accepted an l&ntatkm 
to Berlin and he was appointed director of 
the academy of that capital, for physical and 
mathematical science He soon gnmml «m 
versa! esteem, and enriched the memoirs of 
the academy with a number of highly laf^ 
resting papa*.

LATIMER (Hugh) as eminent £aglah 
prelate and reformer ta tbe uteaQth ceulury 
He was the son af a respectable yeoman at 
Thurcaston in Leicestershire where bo was 
horn about the year 1470. He received his 
early education at a country school whence 
he was removed to Cambridge in bis fourteenth 
yew He was brought up a seabans rotnwmt, 
tmt becoming acquainted with Thomas Bduey 
at Cambridge, he gradually (dunged bu opi 
raons aad being of an ardent and sincere tom 
per became equally zealous in promulgating 
tbe doctnnes of the refbrmatxm Ha firathe 
caaw openly obnoxious to the enemies of m 
novation by a senes of ducourses in winch 
he dwelt upon tbe uncertainty of tradition 
the vanity of works of aapererogafcm, and -the 
pride and oiurpatnra of the Homan hierarchy 
These sermons were warmly attacked by 
Buckeuham, prior of tbe Black Friars at Cam 
hmlgs whose reasoning was assailed with

LOUIS XV king of Franca gnat grand 
■on and successor of the foregoing being the 
son of tbe duke of Burgundy and of Mary 
Adelaide of Savoy He was bom in 1710 ana 

succeeded to the crown in 1715 soon after 
which die sole regency was claimed by Philip 
doke of Orleans m first prince of tbe Wood 
whose right was acknowledged by the parlia-

college Qton At both places be was distin- 
guished for tu» proficiency and several of his 
poems were the fruit of hie earliest studies. 
In faia nineteenth year he sat out upon a tour 
to the continent and on lus return in 1730 
was chosen member of parliament far Oke 
hamptoo Although his father was then a 
lord of the admiralty under the admnustmtkm 
of nr Robert Walpole, m every important de- 
bate hit own naan appeared La the minority 
and he seahmriy concurred in the measure* of 
the opposition led by Pitt and Pnlteaey la 
1735 he published bis Peretan Letters, in 
imitation of thane of Montesquieu which work 
he afterwards properly deemed unworthy of

When Frederick pemeo of 
Walse, famed a separate coat in 173*. he 
was sppoiutsd his secretary and is supposed 
to have stimulated the ponce to the patronage 
Of Mallet Thomson, tad other msa of letters.

He restored the commercial 
prosperity of his satire aty where he reigned 
without a rival employing bis treasures in the 
encouragement of htermture and Us cultivators. 
The learned Greeks who left their country on 
the capture of Constantinople found an asylum 
at Florence where Cosmo founded an academy

Pa- 
ruu was also the author of several lyric com 
positions, earns of which display the tame 
strain of moral satire as the Giorao, on which 
hu celebrity chiefly depends. Towards the 
close of his life he enjoyed a large share of 
popularity which he constantly exerted to pro- 
mote peace and onion among hu fellow-ciU- 
xsns.

Of hu vaxtauuhi 
teats, that with the Roman repuhtet-AUapias 
the moat dietmgualied place in Msfory On 
tins occasion he acted at die head of a gene- 
ral Greek confederacy which determined to 
aaaut tbe Tareatmea against the RomanA 
leaving hu son regent of Epirus, he landed 
in Italy BC.S80 with an army of *5 000 men 
lading 7 000 of tbe veteran troops of Alex 
ander with a Dumber of war elephants. The 
coarse of this eventful war belong* to histajy* 
of which u illustrative of the great military 
abilities of the contending pasties, and the 
ruing loftiness of the R e m a n * it forms a 
splendid portico When ohbged to return 
from Italy Pyrrho* gladly eased a pretext to 
retire to Sicily where he entered into a mmi- 
lar contest with the Carthaginians, end with 
a like final resalt. A second expedition to 
Italy end Sicily, after much arduous and »pi 
nted warfare ended very much like the former 
Attacks upon Sparta and Argos followed in 
the latter of which tins readess, bat tccom 
plished warrior was struck from hu horse by 
a tile thrown at him from the top of a house 
by an Argive woman and killed while he lay 
Stunned senseless from the blow Pyrrhus, 
who was regarded as the greatest cagtomothia.

PYTHAGORAS the lint of the wetent 
aap* Who MMj&ed tbe original mode* tide of 
pUtes opber. and tbe founder of the Italic 
achool. The data of fate birth is contested,

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Bunos, who travelled with but wife into Phw> 
ttwia, where, m the town of Stdon, Pythagoras 
ws* bora. He was subsequently brought to 
Sunos, where hu first master was Creophila* , 
■nd he afterwards received instructions from 
Phwecydes, in the island of Bcyros, whence, 
it i> asserted, that he went to Miletus, and 
convened with Thales, who recommended him 
to visit Egypt 8a waa received in the lat 
ter couatiy with great kindness by Amaaia, its 
knijf and he remained there twenty-fire years, 
during which tune he became deeply versed m 
the science 4nd mystenee of the Egyptian 
priesthood. From Egypt he u said by many 
writer* both Pagan and Christian, to have 
wanted the East j bat thn 11 contradicted by 
the express authority of Antiphon, quoted 
by Porphyry, which states that he returned 
directly from Egypt to Ionia, and opened a 
school at Samos, which, after a while, he 
quitted, disgusted, as it is said, with the ty 
ran ay of Poly crates. Be the motive what it 
may he passed over into that part of Italy de 
nominated Magna Gneeia, and nettled at Cro 
tona, a city t^the bay of Tarentum, where he 
apeMjJjVeelMol with great success He alao 
taught his doctrine in many other cities of 
Magna Gneeia, as well as in cither parts of Italy 
and -obtained numerous disciples, who held 
him m a degree of respeet little short of adora 
bon. Attire tame time, as he was a strenuous 
political reformist and urged the inhabitants, 
not only ©f Cro ton a, but of several other places, 
to advert then rights and resist the encroach 
meats of fb«u rulers, he raised a powerful op 
position against himself, which ultimately led 
to his destruction Among the moat vicious 
and powerful of h» enemies was Cylon, a 
wealthy leader of Crotona, whom he refused 
to enrol among his disciples in revenge for 
which repulse, the latter surrounded the house 

m which the Pythagoreans wore assembled 
with a body of adherents, and brutally set it 
on fire. By this wicked outrage about forty 
persona lost their lives , but Pythagoras, not 
being present escaped. After the mmmn won 
of an act of this kind with impunity be 
deemed it expedient to withdraw, and endea- 
voured to obtain an asylum among the Lo- 
cnans, who would not allow him to reside in 
their country and he returned to Metapontum 
Here also finding himself surrounded with 
enemies, he took refuge in the temple of the 
Muses, where not being able to procure the 
necessary supply of food, he re said to have 
perished with hunger at the age of eighty The 
particulars concerning Pythagoras are mixed 
with incredible fictions aim extravagant tales of 
thewildestdesenptiao, the propagation of which, 
there is strong reason to bus pert, that he him 
self promoted Hu supernatural pretensions 
were numerous and extraordinary, and could 
only originate hi the arte of imposture. Such 
were ha pretended adventures ra the cave of 
Crete, his assumption of the character of 
Apollo and assertion that to* torn! had lived 
in the bodies of several persons of preceding 
ages, whom he specified by name We most 
refer to our authorities for an adequa t e atcouirtJ 
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of the doctrines of

were m the first instance enjoined a-tSfence of 
five yean, m which they were *diy to listen, 
aod even afterward# they were to talk with 
groat moderation. They were also obliged to 
give up their fortunes to the common stock, 
and to abstain from certain articles of food, 
and especially beans, With the greatest sera 
poloaity In the way of communication he 
adopted the symbolical plan of the Egyptians, 
in which veiled manure he treated of God 
and the human soul, and delivered a vast 
number of precepts relating to the eomU-ct of 
life, political aa well as civil. He also made 
considerable advances in the arte and science*. 
In arithmetic, the common multiplication-table 
is to this day called Pythagorean and in geo 
metry be discovered many theorems, and parti 
cularly the famous one that in every right 
angled triangle the square of the largest aide is 
equal to the sum of the squares of thetwo shorter 
ones for which discovery he made a solemn 
sacrifice. In astronomy, also, be made con 
mderabte progress, and even maintained some 
fbiug respecting the true system of the world, 
which places the sun in the centre a science 
established by Co perm cos and Newton. The 
musical chords are alao aaid to have been din 
covered by Pythagoras, to whom is attributed 
the invention of the musical canon, or mono- 
chord To show his veneration for the mar- 
riage state, this philosopher took a wife at 
Crotona, by whom he had two sons who as 
Burned the direction of his school on bu death. 
Whether Pythagoras left any writings behind 
him has been doubted by the anaeute but 
the soundest opinions are against the authenti 
city of Several which have been attributed tw 
him The " Golden Verses, which peas under 
his name, are supposed to have been written 
either by Ppicbarmus or Empedocles Not 
withstanding the high encomiums bestowed 
upon this philosopher. Snicker is of opin on 
that he owed much of bu celebrity to impos- 
ture but men ted as this stricture preha w i*. 
his genius was indisputably of the highest 
order The sect of Pythagoras subsisted uadi 
the end of the reign of Alexander ttu. Great, 
when it yielded to the influence of the Aca- 
demy and Lyceum or at least ceased as a so 
ciety The ‘ Golden Verses, wmch may be 
considered as a brief summary of hu popular 
doctrines, were translated by the dramatist 
Rossis 1707, 8vo>— Laertius Stanley

PYTHEAS, a celebrated ancient traveller, 
was a native of Mamba (now Marseilles) a 
colony of the Ph oceans, and flourished in the 
fame of Aristotle and of Alexander the Great 
He was tent byhts fellow citizens to maft ew 
discoveries in the North, and explored dll the
